The result reached 
has been attained after nearly nine weeks’ work 
performed by the Secretary of tne Treasury,

THE CAMPAICN BECUN. 
HOW THE CASE WAS WORKED UP. 


The history of this admirably planned end 
skilifully executed eampaign againsi the whisky- 
ring at St. Louis is as follows : Early last winter 
the Secretary of the Treasury became thorough- 
ly convineed that the illicit whisky traffic was 
rapidly imcreasing, that the revenues of the 
Government were far less from this ar- 
ticle than they should be, aod that the 
bonest manufacturers and dealers were suffering 
from this condition of affairs to an extent that 
seriously threatened their business. Vigorous 
attempts were made through the regular ma- 
chinery of the Internal Revenue Office to correct 
these abuses, aod both the Commissioner, the 
Secretary, and the President came to the con- 
clusion that the Supervisors and other subaltern 
officers in several sections of the country must 
be in collusion. with the dealers im ‘‘ crooked” 
whisky, as the illicit article is called. 

This conviction led to the order transferring 
all Supervisors and Special Agents to new posts. 
But those thus ordered unexpectedly from the 
field of their labors were able to concentrate 
influence enough upon the President to 
induce him to suspend lus own order. 
The Secretary then began to examine the whole 
field, through some of the trusted agents of his 
own Office, and while all investigations seemed 
te deepen the conviction that several extensive 
and powerful rings were working in collusion 
with revenue officers and officials of other 
branches of the Government, they seemed se- 
surely intrenched, and the means of successful- 
iy grappling with them appeared to be lacking, 
se perfects and powerful were their eombina- 
tions. 


AN EDITOR TAKES HOLD. 

Se matters continued until near the middle of 
February last, when Mr. George W. Fishback, 
proprietor ef the St. Louis Democrat, sent a 
letter to a friend in Washington containing 
his ‘views in regard to the whisky ring 
in that city, and asking the gentleman to whom 
he sent it-to say to Gen. Bristow that if he 
would sppoint a man who could be named as « 
secret agent, and give him such assistance as he 
required, he, Fishback, would answer for the 


all were changed to other dintilicries. Full re- 
port of all transastions were rendered daily. 

It was at once discovered that all the distille- 
ries, except one, which was being enlarged so as 
to give it @ greater capacity, were running at 
their ful capacity, though many tubs im each 
were locked ap; that they all continued through 
the night ; that they worked late Saturday night, 
and began early Sunday night, thus 
cutting off both ends of the Gabbath; and that 
ali both received grain and shipped whisky af- 
ter dark, in flagrant violation of law, and, as is 
readily seen, requiring collusion at every step on 
the part of the revenue officers and employes of 
the various establishments. 

The watchers were to note the number of loads 
of grain brought in, anc to obtain in each case 
the number of the buik-grain wagons bringing 
it. This number must by law be either upon the 
box of the wagon or the harness. 

This taking the numbers of wagons by strange 
parties first led to the diseovary by the distillers 
that they were watched. The drivers of the 
grain-wagons being one day at one distillery, 
aod the next at smother, Gually met in 
their rounds the men who had been 
changed from other posta, and began to report 
that the men watching were those they had seen 
at otber distilleries the day before. At first the 
attempt was made to throw them off the track 
by removing the numbers from the wagons, aod 
putting them on the traces, aad spattering them 
over with mud. But the watchmen persisted, 
aad, while a load was being removed, hunted the 
box and the harness over till the number was 
found. Finally, to ascertain to what extent 
these wagons were watched, the owner of most 
of them, one Wolfinger, sent the same driver to 
drive one load to each distillery and note the 
men watching. In this way the whole force of 
watehmen were recognized and identified. Then 
began a series of assaults upon them, and sev- 
eral were beaten severely in open day, and many 
more at night. Some were so badly injured as 
to be laid up. Then strong men, with a capacity 
for fighting, W putin their places, and some 
of these finally commanded immunity from at- 
tack. The city police gave them no protection, 
and at first acted as if they bed orders from the 


Chief of Police to allow them to be beaten, and | 
to make them move on "at night as vagrants. | 


Of this eomplieity of the officers of police there 
is considerable evideoce. 

Through these watchmen the great frequency 
of shipment after night, aod under various sur- 
picious circumstanoes, and, in short, the central 
fact that each distillery was running off an im- 
mense amount of fraud whisky, and in such an 
open way as to show that nearly the whole reve- 
nue force must be parties to the transactions, 
was established beyond a doubt. 

A GREAT COLLECTION OF THLL-TALE DRAY-TICKETS. 

The fact of large illicit production being fully 
proven, Mr. Colony very naturally reasoned that, 
if the shipments out of the city could be ac- 
curately ascertained, these could then be com- 
pared with the sworn returns to the Commie- 
sioner of I:fférnai Revenue, and, since com- 
paratively only mall quantities were sold te 
dealers in the city, the difference would show the 
amount of “ crooked whisky.”

AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT REPORTS. 

Wasumeron, D. O., May id. — During the past 
week the condition of winter wheat in 330 coun- 
ties has been reported to the Department of 
Agriculsure, About 800 counties of the Valleys 
of the Ohio and Missouri are represented, which 
last year produced 70,000,000 bushels of winter 
wheat, or 60 per cent of the productef seven 
States from Ohio to Kansas. The average of con- 
dition in these States is 63 per cent, indicating 
onlyfive-eighths of a full orop, if no improve- 
ment occurs, —in Kentucky, 75 per cent; 
Ohio, 57 per cent; Michiean, 63; Indiana, 
66 ; Iilinois, 63; Missouri, 59; Kansas, 87,— 
though oniy thirty-two counties io the latter 
State are represented. The condition is better 
in Penusytvania, Marylaod, and Virginia, though 
below an average. A few wheat counties in 
New York make extremely unfavorable returns. 
The proportion to he replanted iu other cro 
averages 14 per cent in the West, or 1, 260, 
acres ip a breadth of 9,000,000 acres seeded. 
The largest proportion is 27 per ocdt.i@ Mis- 
sourt; Allinois, 23; Kansas and Indiana, 11; 
Michigan and Ohio, 10; Kentucky, 4. There is 
very little repeating in the Middle States, ex- 
cept in New York. |

CRIMINAL INTIMIDATIONS. 

_A week ago, two men who were professional 
attendants at the lower clasts of variety 
theatricals in this city quarreled about a 
woman in the same business, and ene of 
them, Won, stabbed the other, Davia. 
Daum has since died of his wounds. The 
man Won admits the stabbing, but claims 
that it was done to save his own life. 

We do not propose to discuss the facts of 
this homicide,—they are to be investigated 
by a eourt and jury,—but we wish to call at- 
tention to a circumstance disclosed in the evi- 
denes. The man Won, it appears, is well 
known to the police; is well known to the 
large fraternity of which he was a member, and 
was noted for his ill-temper and -quarrelsome 
disposition. He has been guilty of frequent 
acta of violence, and, if we mistake not, has 
been arrested, but has never been prosecuted. 
The reason given for his escape from convic- 
tion is that the witnesses did not dare to ap- 
pear against him ; they considered it danger- 
ous to their personal safety, and even to their 
life, to appear and prosecute him. 

How. many cases are there where like in- 
timidation is practiced to prevent criminal 
prosecution, How often are men and women 
threatened ih death, with personal vi- 
elence, with destruction of property, with 
slander and. defamation, if they dare 
to prosecve criminal offenses. How of. 
ten is m that testimony on criminal 
trials falls short ef what the same witnesses 
had previously sworn to, and falls short of 
the directness and certainty necessary to con- 
viction. It is a question whether much of 
this is not due to intimidation, and it is pos- 
sible that the ends of justice in criminal cases 
are dc feated fully as often by intimidation as by 
bribery. Im this case the unfortunate woman 
who vs a cause leading to the homicide 
stood in fearof the man who abused her, and 
had not dared to prosscute him. This man 
Won had escaped prosecution for other of- 
fenses, and his success in these had possibly 
made him comparatively defiant of the law, 
and indifferent to its penalties. 

One of the worst incidents of crime is this 
very business of intimidation. The burglar 
discovered in a bedroom, with pistol in hand 
prevents an alarm, and escapes with his 
plunder. The same burglar under arrest and 
indictment, through associates and phrtners, 
threatens that, if he be convicted, the prose- 
cuting witness may expect the severest pun- 
ishment, Threats of personal violence, of 
being a man marked for punishment, of his 
house marked for burglarious visitation, of 
his family for constant surprise and alarm, 
and threats of having his house, or his store, 
or his warehouse burned, and a hundred 
other forms of intimidation, are thus used 


It is notorious that persons robbed of valua- 
ble property can recover it, when stolen by 
professional thieves, by offering to pay more 
for its return than the regular price which 
the thief can obtain from the pawnbroker or 
other receiver of stolen goods. It is also 
notorious that this is now a general way to 
recover stolen property. So, too, when a 
criminal is under arrest, an offer to return 
the property, in ease he be allowed to 

and a threat of future spolfation, — 
bodily injury, in case he is prosecuted to con- 
vietion, has its effect, and that these frequent- 
ly aid criminals to escape is beyond all ques- 
tion. It is useless to complain of the weakness 
which thus compromises with crime. The

HANGING IN IOWA. 

Some years ago the Iowa Legislature abol- 
ished capital punishment in that State. It is 
said the act was rushed through with inde- 
cent haste, in order to save a particular red- 
handed murderer from the scaffold, to which 
he had just been sentenced. Be this as it 


that it now requires a good many special dis- 
patches to eke out the Associated Press 
reports of Iowa murders, Probably no one 
will question the recent development of lynch 
law. Within a week after the sentimentalists 
carried the Legislature, a man suspected, 
and only suspected, of crime was lynched in 
the neighborhood of Des Moines, and the 
leaders of the murderous mob said that they 
had organized to do what the law refused to 


It is needless to dilate on the moral results 
of lynching. It is usually far more barbar- 
ous than the crime it is intended to punish. 
Take, for instance, this last example,—last, 
that is, forty-eight hours ago. There is no 
knowing how many victims have been 
in the interval. One Groner N. Kizxmay, a 
resident in Storey County for twenty years, 
has succeeded in maintaining a first-class feud 
with his son-in-law for some years. The lat- 
ters barn was burned down recently. Then 
the intelligent mob whichlives in Storey Coun- 
ty seized KMA and came very near hang- 
ing him. They finally relented, and let him 
go.

A Committee of the New York Legislature 
has made a report upon the subject of ter- 
minal charges in grain transported by canal 
te New York City. They find that the 
charges in the harbor of New York for hand- 
ling grain arriving by eanal-boats are equal 
to 5 cents per bushel, and are for weighing, 
elevating, storing, lighterage, towage, wharf- 
age, and harbor fees. This. does not include the 
charges for demurrage by the boats, which 
have sometimes to lay in the harbor three 
weeks before getting to the dock. They find, 
also, that the charges in Buffalo equal 2.82 
cents; and that, adding the two together, 
these charges equal 8 cents per bushel. The 
canal freights, State tolls, ete., and 4 cents 
for lake freights, make a total of 22 cents per 
bushel as the cost from Chicago to New York. 
The cost of transporting grain by all rail 
from Chicago to Baltimore, and putting the 
same in elevator, is 15 cents per bushel, and 


positive cost of unloading the cars upon light- 
ers, moving the grain to the ship's side, where 
it has to be elevated. all equivalent to severul 
cents per bushel more.

THE. GRAND ARMY. 
MISTORY OF THE ORDER. 


The grand reunion of soldiers of the War of 
the Rebellion, which hag been so long planned, 
and whioh the present week will see begun and 
ended ia this city, owes its existence to the ef- 
forts of the members of the Grand Army of the 
Bepublic, an organization wide spread in mem- 
bership, but very little understood by the pubiic 
outside its pale. No other secret society in exist- 
ence has been the object of so much vitupera- 
tion as this one; no other has been so often and 
persistently assailed by newspapers and politi- 
cians, and, finally, not eme has deserved it so lit- 
tle as far as us aims and purposes are concerned. 

THE GERM 
of the Grand Army was in the successful close 
of the War of the Rebeillan, which sent back 
into civil life more than @ million of soldiers, 
many of whom had dwelt together for years ia 
the field, and had been comrades sand friends in 
the hardships and pri vatious of the soldier's life. 
Scattered over the land the veterans could not 
keep a constant eommunication, and it was the 
natural desire for a reunion with manly friends 


| that suggested the idea of the order to its found- 


era. The Grand Army was not devieed in any 


| one man’s brain, nor did it have its inception in 
any one locality; it grew naturally out of the little 
| clubs and knots of soldier friends who had re- 


newed in peace the pleasant friendships first 
formed on the picket-line and around the camp- 


| ire. 


THE FIRST POST 
of the order, formed immediately after the olose 
of the War in 1865, was nothing more than such 
a coterie as this, but when it was found that 
there were hauckeds of other localities taat 
could be joined with the first there came the or- 
ganization fever, and so rapidly did it spread that 
in July, 1806, scarcely a vear after the War, the 
State of unos bad over forty poste, 
and im 1868 over 800, with more than 
40,000 members. These two or three years may 
be called the golden age of the order, so far as 
mere membership wae concerned, but the 
practice of that time in some matters had in it 
the seeds of the decay of the Order, and the fail 
from the height was tremendous.
